E ach homeowner will be noti­ 
fied a few weeks before sewers 
are installed along their street, 
and they must check with their 
plumber to decide the route of 
tapping into the sewer line. 
May Clit Costs 
Weiner advised that if hom e­ 
owners wanted to cut down on 
the tie-in costs, they might unite 
with other neighbors and hire a 
plum ber to do several jobs at 
once. 
There was also mention last 
night that a person might be 
able to tie-in with the sewer 
line on his own, but he would 
have to conform to the township 
plumbing code and it would be 
subject to inspection. 
There was no mention of the 
fact, but probably the plumbing 
code 
prohibits 
unregistered 
plumbers from working in the 
township. 
Four Ordinances 
These and other points were

up last night a t the 
regular meeting of the Lower 
Makefield Board of Supervisors 
during which the board approv­ 
ed four ordinances granting the 
last hurdle before actual sewer 
installations begin.

Establishes Fees 
Another ordinance, No. 10-65, 
requires all owners of property 
whose buildings are within 150 
feet of the sew er system to con. 
nect, and the last ordinance, No. 
11-65, established the sew er ta p ­ 
ping or connection fees and a n ­ 
nual sew er rental fees for used 
of the sew er system. 
Chairm an Russell C a rter pre­ 
sided at the meeting, but Super­ 
visors Bill M ackensen Jr. and 
Ronald Smith were given the 
job of reading the long ordin­ 
ances. 
Among other points made, it 
was brought out that — 
—Flach hom eowner would pay 
an annual rental fee of

Drinking Age Bill 


ALBANY, N Y. (UPI) — The 
I controversail issue of w hether 
New York should raise its legal 
drinking age from 18 to 21 years 
to comply with laws of neigh­ 
boring states was left up to the 
Democratic 
controlled 
legisla­ 
ture Monday. 
Governor Rockefeller removed 
himself from any battles over 
the change in law when he said 
he would sign a bill increasing 
the age limit, if the legislature 
adopted such a measure. 
The governor said he had dis­ 
cussed the m easure with church 
leaders, but felt that raising the 
age limit would not solve teen 
age drinking problems. Neigh­ 
boring states complained that 
New York’s law invites teen­ 
agers to cross broders where 
they will be served at the lower 
age. 
Last month the governor de­ 
clined to commit himself on the 
question and said he would have 
to take any legislative action 
“ under advisem ent.” 
A num ber of bills have been 
introduced 
in
